‘Tho Medes is officially dea- 
cribod as a stacl twin scrow protested cruiser 
of 2,800.tons diaplacoment. Her dimensions 
ate a8 follows: Length, 265 foot; breadth, 
41 feet; depth, 23 fost; and with all ber 
weight on board sho will have o free ‘board 
of rather. more than 12 foot. Her hull- is 
of three-cighthe Sigmona-Martin steel. 
Tho stem, which is formed a8 8 ram, and 
the atern-post and rudder frame ara cast of 
phosphor bronze. - The ship throughout has
